"Fur lbs fiscal years IIM and Itt) 
tha Rupubliean state admlnlstratlen 
eollected nearly a half mlllloa fiollara 
In fraacblae tazas In azeess of tbs 
amounts collected from similar sources 
during a like period of Democratic ad- 
mlBlstratloa, and yet the defirlancy In 
the general azpenditura fund for U9S 
was tSZfi.lH.ZS. At tha close of tbe 
flecal year 18M the deficit In tbe gen- 
eral sipendlture fund was tfZS.80€.7t, 
an Incrtaaa of ZM.CIZ.M over the pre- 
vious year. In the face of wch a reo- 
ord as thia the Republtcanw bare tbs 
gall to aak tbe people of Kentucky to 
allow them to control affairs for four 
ysara longer. Ia it any wonder Oov- 
ernor Bradley refuses to malia 
speeches ta behalf of such a cause?" 

Is It any wonder that the people are 
losing all faith In statsmenla emanat- 
ing from Ooebel sources when they are 
oonfrooted with such arguments aa 
this? Mark how plain a tala ihall put 
this confustr of the truth down. 

Tha law now Is and for many years 
past baa bean that tha ravenue derived 
from a tax of 5 cants oo each 1100 of 
siseased values iball be eet apart for 
tha alnking fund, and shall be trans- 
ferred to the sinking fund, and only 
withdrawn from that fund In the man- 
ner prescribed by law. The deficiency 
figures given by tha news appear large 
In comparlaoo with the figures ot Dem- 
ocratic deficits for previous years sim- 
ply because the Republican adminis- 
tration strictly followed tbs law, and 
Ita books show tbe actual condition of 
tha trvaaury, while the Democratic ad- 
BlntstratlOD disregarded the law In 
order to hide the true deficit la the 
general expenditure fund from the peo- 
ple.

The deficit In the geaeral expendi- 
ture fund for the year ending June SO, 
188Z. aa stated by Auditor Normao, 
waa $273,118.88, but no traostara of tbs 
prooeeda of tbe S-eent sinking fund 
tax ware made to tbe alnking tuad tor 
tha montba of Septambsr, October, No- 
vember and December, 1881, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $287,876.14, but 
thla aum was used to aka out tka gen- 
eral axpenditara fund without paaaing 
through tbs sinking fund aa required 
by law. If It bad beea propvriy trana- 
tarrsd the deficiency la tbs general ex- 
penditure fund would have appeared 
as It really waa, $611,4t4.03. Instead of 
$278,118.88, as It was mads to appear. 

For the fiscal year ending June 80, 
1888. tbs daficlt Is given as $286,364.6$. 
whereas, It tha tranafari of tha 6-cenl 
tax revenue had been made as required 
In the moatha ot Beptembar, October, 
November and December, 1882, 
amounting to $246,830.81, the true de- 
ficit would have been $780,168.88. 

For the fiscal year 1884 tha Demo 
eratlo auditor gives tbe deficit In the 
geaeral expandltnra fund aa $324,- 
14$.C0, but DO transfsrs ot tbs 6-caat 
tax receipts wars made for October or 
November, 1$I3, which amoanted to 
$281,418.3$, and must be added to get 
the true deficit, which waa $1,041,- 
$10.6$. 

for tha fiacal year ending June $0, 
1166, the deficit was given as $2(6.- 
920.04, but DO transfsrs wars mads ot 
tha proceeds of the 6-cant slaking 
fund tax for pine uiuutbs lu Ibal year 
and to gat tha true deficit that would 
bavs appeared If the law bad bean fol- 
lowsd. $380,666.00, tha proceeds ot that 
tax, must be added, making the deficit 
$1.S$1.I06.67. 

Thus It appears that during these 
four years an aggregate eum ot $1,086,- 
S$6.S$ wee kept out of the linking fund 
to cover up deficits In the general ax- 
pendllurs fund and the dafleits kept 
up notwIthatandlDg tbe facta that 
daring that period the general govtrn- 
mont refunded to tbe state the sum of 
over $400,000 on Ita war claims aod 
that tbe auditor from time to Urns had 
to tuipend payment on warranta And 
yet In tbe face ot these facU soma 
Damocrata have the ebsak to ask tbs 
people to tiset Ooabal.

I saw him atab 
love dead at bis feet: I saw him blot 
out tbe Stan aad tbe ana, and leave 
bamanity and the universe in eternal 
death. 

‘T saw him, like tbe serpent of old, 
wotm himsell Into the paradise ot bu 
man hearts and by bis educative elo- 
quence and anbtle devices and sopbls- 
try inject bla fatal venom, under 
whose blight Its powers laded. Its 
music waa hashed its annsblne was 
darkened, and Its soul was left a desert 
waste, with only tbe newmede greves 
of faith and hope. 

"I aaw him, like a lawlets, erratic 
meteor without an orbit, sweep across 
the intellectual sky, brilliant offiy in 
its self consuming fira generated by 
friction with tbe indestructible and 
eternal truths of God.

No other nation would aver 
have shown tha long-suffering pa- 
tience with which we watched, for so 
many years, the scenes of waste and 
disorder which make the recant his- 
tory of Cuba.

In 
the year ISM, tbe country's Imports 
of manufactures were $3Sf,fSI,940.
